12% THE HOPE ATHENA 


This famous statue was discovered at Ostia about 1797, was 
acquired by Thomas Hope, and passed into the possession of 
the present owner at the dispersal of the Hope collection in 
1917. It measures 7 ft. 2in., not counting the plinth, and is 
of Carrara marble. The head, made in a separate piece and 
fitting into a cavity between the shoulders, is also of Carrara, 
but from a block of somewhat different quality. 


The modern arms, which impaired the effect of the statue, 
have now been removed. The other restorations are unimpor- 
tant :—the very tip of the nose; head and breast of the crest- 
sphinx, and parts of its wings; neck and head of one crest- 
griffin and the top of the other’s head; some small patches in 
the drapery, chiefly on the ridges of the folds; parts of the 
aegis-snakes; parts of three toes of the right foot. Nose and 
chin of the gorgoneion were restored, but the restorations are 
missing. The eyeballs were originally inset, but the present 
eyeballs are modern. The face has been somewhat softened by 
overcleaning, and the lower edge of the himation has been 
pared down a little in places : otherwise the preservation is good. 

The head, as is shown by the analogy of the Farnese 
Athena, must be the original head of the statue. But the 
remains of the back-hair on the head do not join up with the 
remains of it on the torso; head and body were worked 
separately, and the sculptor must have made a miscalculation. 


The goddess wears an Ionic chiton, with a himation over it, 
aegis, helmet decorated with a sphinx between two griffins, and 
sandals. The left hand must have held the spear. 


Several fragmentary replicas of the statue exist—heads 
without bodies, bodies without heads :—copies, made in Roman 
times, of the same original as the Hope Athena. The Farnese 
Athena in Naples is a variant of the same statue. The Hope 
statue seems to have been made in the 2nd Century a.p. The 
lost original was an Attic Athena of the third quarter of the 
5th Century B.c.

The bust fits into a triangular connecting-piece of bronze 
in the form of an acanthus plant, which rests on a bronze 
cylindrical base.

129 THE ERICKSTANEBRAE FIBULA 


The gold fibula is 33 im. across (the bow alone 28 in.). The 
pin, and the outer corner of the bow, are restored. 


This fine and unique jewel was discovered in the year 1787 at 
Erickstanebrae near Moffat in Dumfriesshire, and was acquired 
from the finders by the Scottish family in whose possession it 
has remained ever since. An account of the discovery is given 
in the Gentleman’s Magazine of May 12th, 1787. The sides 
of the bow are decorated with pierced work; in the middle of 
each side the lozenges give place to an inscription: on one 
side I0VI AVG, on the other voTxx, that is Jovi Aug[usto] and 
vot{is] ez. Similar formulae are found on late Imperial coins 
(sce Cohen, v, p. 383), and also on the Arch of Constantine. 
“ Jupiter Augustus” must refer to the Emperor Diocletian 
(“ Diocletianus Augustus,” abdicated 305 A.D.), who associated 
himself with Jupiter and took the name of Jovius; “ votis xx” 
to the Vicennalia, the festival celebrated on Noy. 20, 803, in 
honour of the twentieth year of Diocletian’s rule. 


So much is certain; the exact translation of the formula 
is open to discussion (see Cohen, v, p. 383). Jovi should be 
dative (cf. Cohen, v. p. 381, “ Tovi Conservatori Aug”); rather 
than genitive of Jovius (Cohen, p. 383) ; and may imply that 
the object is dedicated or presented to “ Jupiter Augustus.” 
To votis we may supply solutis or the like, and the meaning 
would be that “the prayers, that Diocletian should complete 
twenty years of rule, have been answered.” 


Sir Arthur Evans suggested that the fibula might have 
peen sent to Constantine Chlorus, and lost during his Cale- 
donian expedition in 306 A.D. From the nature of its damage 
it seems to have been torn from a cloak. 

Another problem is presented by the inscription on the 
lower side of the bow; this is ancient, but did not form part 
of the decoration; it 1s an addition, lightly and hastily 
scratched, no doubt by the owner. Prof. Haverfield, who first 
noticed it, read it as PORTO. The first letter is I’, the last may 
be u rather than 0 (Fortu[nati] or the like ?). 


The general shape of the fibula is familiar from other 3rd- 
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Lor 129—continued. 


4th Century examples; but nothing like a replica of this fibula 
is known, either in gold or in bronze or other material. 


The first mention of the fibula, soon after its discovery in 
1787, is mentioned above. It is also described in the Statistical 
Account of Scotland (1792), and by Hiibner in Corpus Inscr. 
Lat., vii, no. 1283. A more accurate account was given in 
1893 by the late Prof. Haverfield in Archaeological Journal, 50, 
p. 305, and Ephemeris Epigraphica, 9, p. 659; and in 1932 by 
Dr. James Curle in An Inventory of Objects of Roman... 
Origin found on Sites in Scotland . . . (= Proceedings of the
